Lsat Wednesday afternoon saw 
the first Blackfoot Indian stampede 
ever staged on the reserve take place 
end it went over in grand style. 
There ware between fifteen hundred 
and two thousand people present, The 
weather was magnificent and could 
not have been improved on even if 
ordered, The crowd seemed imbue. 
with the holiday spirit and all stayed 
until the last event was run off 
somewhere about 6.30 oclock. 

Inside of a half mile race track 
the Indians have erected a very good 
stampede ground. They have  ‘buily 
corrals, chutes and an official stand 
at the west end while at the east 
end are more corrals. ‘A high wire 
fence surrounds the area where the 
horses, steers, calves and cows do 
their best to overcome the contest- 
ants. During the afternoon several 
of the ornery horses looked with dis- 


tain on the high feuce and charged 
right through it,

created much merriment in the 
crowd as thie cowboys endeavored ta 
get the cows to stand still long

The bucking steers and horses 
were really good and many a rider 
found himself seated on the ground. 
in undignified attitudes, a very short 
distance from the chutes, One rider} 
thrown of a high bucking horse 
landed on his feet so perfectly that 
he didn’t have to recover his balayee 
and walked off the field as if it was 
@ usual stunt to the cheers of crowd 
The finals saw some some rea} riding 
on animas bucking high, wide and 
handsome. 

Calf roping, as usual, proved a 
tricky proposition, nevertheless 
quite a few of them were caught and 
tied up. Some were not propery tied 
and struggled lose from their bonda 
and ‘stood up to the dismay of ihe 
ropers ayd the delight of tha on- 
lookers, 

Meanwhile on the race track house 
races of various descriptions were 
being run off.

Restoration of larger permissable 
incomes for old age and blind pen- 
sioners is authorized by Orders-in- 
Council passed by the Alberta Gov- 
ernment and signed by the Lieuten- 
ant-Governor, 

Provision is also made whereby, 
in agreement with the Dominion 
Government, no claims for recoyery 
of pensions from estatgys of pen- 
sioners will be made where the net 
value of the estate docs not exceed

Certain requirements pertaining to 
residence qualifications of old age 
pensioners have bgen relaxed. Fof 
instance, a resident must have re- 
sided in the province 20 years prior 
to applying for an old age pension 
but was permitted to live outside the 
province for not more than four 
years during that period. Previously 
if the applicant lived, for examp\e, 
four years and three months outside 
thi province, he might have to live In 
that province an additional seven 
years to qualify for pension. Now, 
wtider the new order, such a pension- 
er would be required to live only an 
additional three months within the 
province, 

Furthermore, persons who now 
qualify for old age pensions but who 
are presently living in another pro- 
vince, do not have to return to the 
province in which thay qualified in 
order to apply for the pension, 

On September 1, 1948, the Do- 
minion Government put into effect 
reductions in the amounts of incomes 
which would ba permitted pensioners 
before deductions would tbe made 
from pensions, 

By agreemext with the Dominion 
Covernment, and ‘as a result ot 
Orders-in-Counci] passed thase_ re- 
ductions are restored. The permiss- 
able income of an old age pensioner 
had been 65 per year. This is now 
restored to $125, 

‘The old age pension maximum is 
$300 per year and the permissable 
carnings are now $125, I addition 
to thlis tha Alberta pensioner under 
Alberta Supplementary Allowance 
Act, receives an additional $60 per 
year. This means that pensioners 
who, in future qualify in Alberta 
may havq an old age pension plus 
permissable income and plus the Al- 
berta_ supplementary allowance 
amounting in all to a total of $485. 
In cases of married couples where 
only one is eligibla for a pension, a 
larger permissable income is allow- 
ed, ih 

There are several classifications 
wnder which blind persons receive 
pensions, namely, single blind, blind 
widows or widowers with dependent 
children, and blind widows or widow- 
ers without dependent chjldrem, etc. 

By the Order-in-Council the per- 
missable inome of a single person, 
a widow or a widower who is blind, 
without dependents is restored from 
$140 to $200 per year whith with 
the pension and the Alberta allow- 
ance, gives such a person a total of 
$560 per year, 

The permissablq incomes of hind 
widows or widowers with dependent 
children ane restored from $340 to 
$400 which, with the pension and the 
Alberta allowance, givas the pension- 
er $760 per year, 

The permissable income for a mar 
ried blind pexsioner, whose spouse 
is not a pensioner, is $625 per year, 
This with the pension and the Al- 
berta allowance, gives a total of 
$985 per year.

As each bomber lands and the 
boys file into thie interogation room, 
they dispose of all special] equipment 
and maps they have takeg with 
them. They are served coffee, food 
and cigarettes, and then, are inter- 
viewed by the specialist officers 
such a8 gunnery leader, squadron 
commander navigation leader, radio 
officer, etc, Then they are interro- 
gated by the intelligence officers, one 
cre@w at a time, and the boys tell 
of the nighit’s operation, describe the 
weather and cloud formations, tell 
in detail of any combats with the 
enemy aircraft, discuss the relative 
strength of the antaircraft defences, 
relate in detail the position of their 
plane, speed, height, te, when 
making their actual bombing run. 
All the stony of the night unfolds 
either under questioning or by une 
prompted telling by the crew. The in 
terrogation is definitely a highlight 
for an observer and is probably the 
most revealing incident in the opera- 
tion of a bomber statiog, 

Following the interrogation the 
boys are free to go and have break- 
fast and go to bed, but they look at 
the blackboard at the end of the 
room and seg that all the planes 
are not reported back. They hang 
aound and wait, exchanging ex- 
periences with their fellows. This

The Next War 
Germany Making Plans Even Now 


For Another Attempt At World 
Domination 


Whenever one hears, and it will be 
heard, talk of an honorable peace for 
Germany, the past should be re- 
membered above all things, and 
safeguards taken. The London Bureau 
of The Ottawa Journal reports that 
there is gocd evidence that the Ger- 
mans are actually now thinking of 
and planning how to wage the next 
war. A significant fact in corrobor- 
ation of this mentality and outlook 
is that German scientists have care- 
fully studied the effects of the 
bombardment of Berlin and other 
German cities, and are devising ways 
and means whereby these places may 
be rebuilt on bombproof lines. 

Berlin has announced that at the 
end of this war all German cities 
will be constructed of fireproof ma- 
terials. Every roof is to have its 
swimming pool, for use in peacetime 
for exercise and recreation, but in 
wartime as a reserve of water to 
deal with incendiary attacks by air. 
Houses will be constructed of steel 
and reinforced concrete, and even the 


| household furniture will be fireproof. 


This is proof, if indeed proof were 
needed, that the Germans, realizing 
that they cannot win the present 
war, are looking ahead to waging 
yet another and better one. 

Those people who refuse to believe 
in the inherent belligerency of the 
modern Hun will find it hard to 
reconcile these facts with their per- 
sistent and sentimental incredulity. 
Nothing could be more certain than 
that, if we wish to avoid a third 
Great War Germany, after the pres- 
ent one, must be effectually and 
permanently demilitarized, not only 
professionally but industrially. 

Hitler once boasted of Russia hav- 
ing been laid low for one thousand 
years to come. It is just something 
like that which should be the por- 
tion of Germany.—St. Catharines 
Standard.

The Housefly 


Is One Of The Greatest Enemies Of 
Public Health 


The common housefly is one of the 
greatest enemies of public health. It 
is well-known that dysentery, in- 
fantile diarrhea, typhoid, and tuber- 
culosis have been carried by flies and 
it has been demonstrated that flies 
may be the possible spreaders of in- 
fantile paralysis. They breed in filth, 
they feed on filth, and pass directly 
from the foulest of filth to human 
food, carrying bacteria and particles 
of decomposing matter on their hairy 
bodies and sticky feet and mouths. 
Yet they are tolerated in some homes 
and in some shops offering human 
food and fruit for sale. 

The most effective method of com- 
bating the housefly is to destroy its 
breeding places. This is best done 
through community action involving 
the proper care and disposal of man- 
ure, garbage and other waste ma- 
terials. A leaflet outlining the 
methods to employ may be obtained 
free of charge from the Publicity 
and Extension Division, Dominion 
Department of Agriculture, Ottawa. 
It is especially important to protect 
foodstuffs from contamination by 
flies, Doors and windows should be 
properly screened and flies that in- 


vade the home in spite of this should 
be promptly killed.
